IN A MONDAY evening call 
on Soviet Foreign Minister Vy- 
cheslav M. Molotov, Sharett is 
understood to have sought an 
abrogation of the Czech-Egypt 
arms .deal, which touched off 
the latest Middle Eastern crisis. 
He is said to have warned Mol- 
otovy that this sale of surplus 
Soviet weapons to the Arabs 
was casting doubt on Russia’s 
talk about relaxing international 
tensions. rs 

Sharett, apparently discour- 
aged somewhat by his talks 
with the foreign ministers, at 
a news conference following his 
meeting with Molotov, pleaded 
for a “concerted effort” by the 
great powers to restore the 
arms balance in the Middle 
East. He said the Middle East 
had seen little evidence of the 
so-called “spirit of Geneva” in 
the last“few months, 

' The Israeli’ prime minister’s 
visit to Geneva was successful 
only to the extent it dramatized 
the Jewish state’s precarious 
situation and drew attention to 
the crisis touched off by the 
great power rivalry coming on 
top of Arab-Israeli tensions. He 
received as much press and ra- 
dio coverage a the principals in 
the Big Four Foreign Ministers 
conference. 

SHARETT RETURNED to Is- 
rael to give up the premiership 
without either a firm promise 
of arms from the Western pow- 
ers or a guarantee of Israel’s 
security against possible Arab 
aggression, However, as foreign 
minister, he’ll no doubt continue 
to pursue these goals, 

Meanwhile, the situation on 
the Egyptian frontier appeared 
to be getting more serious, In 
the first three days of the week, 
six incidents were reported be- 
tween Israeli and Egyptian 
forces, In one of the more se- 
rious clashes Tuesday, three 
Egyptian cOmmandos were 
killed by Israelis within Israel’:

Member Jailed 
For Evading Draft 


JERUSALEM — The first se- 
vere sentence against a member 
of the extreme Orthodox Na- 
turei Karta group in Jerusalem 
was passed recently by a judge 
who sent Menahem Cohen the 
fath@r of three children to jail 
for 12 months, for failing. to 
register for military service de- 
spite repeated warnings. 

Cohen, a “permanent yeshiva 
student,” was told that in con- 
formity with the law he must 
register although as a Yeshiva 
student he would be exempt 
from service in any event, Co- 
hen refused and told the judge 
he does not recognize the “gov- 
ernment or unbelievers” because 
he obeys only the laws of the 
Torah, 
Upon hearing of his sentence 
of 12 months in prison, Cohen 
said he would prefer to remain 
12 years in jail if necessary 
rather than register for the 
draft, because he is a “martyr 
of the Torah.”

Levit declared that the pri- 
mary reason for government 
moves against the scrip com- 
panies was not black market ac- 
tivities, but rather the “enor- 
mous bad feeling aroused by the 
scrip shops in the people of Is- 
rael.” He added that few Is- 
raelis have “uncles in America” 
to send them certificates, and 
that only the rich can afford to 
buy black market scrip certifi- 
cates, 


REVIEWING the history of 
the scrip companies, Heiman, in 
The Bost story, said that they 
were established several years 
ago by a “group of wealthy 
American Jews” at a time when 
Israel faced a serious food short- 
age. 

Levit disagreed with this de- 
scription of “the founders, stat- 
ing they were men who were 
looking’ for a business they 
could enter with very little capi- 
tal, and had since profited very 
considerably. . 

Heiman noted that only 12 
per cent of the scrip went to 
persons “with relatives and 
friends in the U.S. The rest, 
about 3 million (Israeli) pounds 
a month went to black market- 
eers, speculators, loan sharks 
and politicians.” Levit differed 
on this point, too, stating that 
no officials of the Israel gov- 
ernment had benefited from the 
operations of the scrip program. 


HEIMAN CONTINUED, “It is 
cheaper to buy food with pounds 
than with dollars, and scrip al- 
ways brings a loss.” He noted 
that a $10 check from the USS. 
brings 18 pounds at the legal 
rate of exchange or 24 pounds 
on the black market while a 
$10 scrip certificate will bring 
the Israeli recipient only 15 
pounds- worth of food, or if he 
sells it to speculators, 16 pounds 
in cash. 

Heiman added, “for the racket- 
eers, the situation is different. 
Their $10,000 worth of. scrip, 
for example, is worth more than 
20,000 pounds in coffee or sugar 
speculation just to name two 
items.” 

He said that organizations us- 
ing scrip certificates for large- 
scale currency transfers included 
four political-parties, Hamizrahi, 
Hapoel Hamizrahi, Agudat Yis- 
rae] and Poalei Agudat Yisrael, 
as well as yeshivas, whieh are 
the “largest users of scrip.” 


LEVIT DISAGREED at the 
inelusion of Hamizrahi and Ha- 
poel Hamizrahi in this list, stat- 
ing that there was no evidence 
of large-scale use of scrip by 
these groups, 

Heiman explained that the or- 
ganizations transfer large sums 
from the U.S. to Israel in scrip 
and thus “don’t have to declare 
the grants as income” or “keep 
records of the amounts re- 
ceived.” He added that “yeshivas, 
especially,- receive their scrip, 
sell it to private speculators, 
and make no records,” 

Levit commented in this con- 
text that organizations -buy their 
scrip certificates at a 25 per 
cent discount in the U.S., thus 
adding to the profits of their 
large-scale transfers or specu- 
lation. 

HEIMAN WENT on to say 








that the ties between scrip op-

“price of black market dollars 
then dropped to 2.2 pounds (as 
compared with 1.8 pounds of. 
ficially) and when the licenses 
were restored rose again to 2.4 
pounds.” 

He reported that a new plan 
began three months ago when 
a new company, Hamashbir 
Hamerkazi, financed largely by 
Histadrut with the sanction of 
the government, was established. 
This new firm imports coffee, 
meat, sugar, and other foods, 
selling them at varying prices in 
stores, at street stands and for 
scrip certificates, 

Heiman disclosed that the 
new conipany in the past three 
months “has turned over nine 
million pounds of goods and 
madé a profit of 1.5 million 
pounds.” Buying abroad with 
foreign currency from the Is- 
raeli Treasury it repays the 
Treasury at 3.6 pounds to the 
doliar, twice the official rate, 
which, Heiman said, “helps con- 
sumers, government and inves- 
tors,” 

He added that other scrip 
companies are fighting the new 
plan and new threats of license 
cancellation, in the courts and 
with lower prices. He added, 
“Their past actions gain them 
little support, however.” 


PREDICTING that the com- 
mercial scrip companies will 
continue in business, but will 
handle only 15-20 per cent of 
scrip imports, Heiman said that 
some government officials re- 
gard them as necessary to preé- 
vent a government monopoly 
and feel that the companies’ re- 
duced scope will “keep down 
racketeering.” 

Levit, however, did not expect. 
that. the companies would be 
able to continue their operations. 
One problem he noted .was the 
high profits taken at every 
stage of the serip operations. He 
said these profits had raised 
prices to the point where 4 
$10 scrip certificate buys only 
about as much food in Israel as 
$4.75 would buy at an A & P 
or other food store in the U.S.” 

He added, “I don’t think the 
companies can remain in busi- 
ness only on the basis of legiti- 
mate personal shipments, which 
might be enough for one con- 
cern, but not for the five or 
six now in operation.”

The American press, he said, 
has been extremely partisan to 
Israel, American Christians have 
lavished sympathy on the State, 
and American Jews have rallied 
with political support and eco- 
nomic assistance. 

“OVER $1 BILLION,” Lilien- 
thal said, “has gone into one 
smal]. nation, If this was done 
under a question of American 
national se€curity, it would be 
justifiable, but all it has done 
was enable Israel to maintain 
its artificial standard of living 
and to buy arms on the world 
market.” 

Lilienthal stated American 
partiality for Israel has driven 
“the Arab world into the wait- 
ing arms of the Kremiin.” If 
the United States, he went on, 
yields to domestic political pres- 
sure (by organized Jewry) and 
supplies arms to Israel, the West 
will lose the Middle East. 

“It is inconceivable,” he said, 
“that our military leaders would 
make such a sacrifice for the 
sake of one state, three-fourths 
the size of Vermont.”

It is derived 
from the name of the village of Duboja, in the terri- 
tory of Pinsk, in what was formerly Poland but is now 
part of the Soviet province of White Russia. In 1804 
when the name originated Duboja (pronounced Duboya) 
was the seat of a brewery and a brick factory. Both-these

origin of my maiden name, Cardash, also spelled Kardash 
or Kardish. My parents came from the Ukraine—B. CAR- 
DASH LEWIS, Washington, D. C. 
CARDASH (originally Chardash) is a family name created 
out of the vocalized initials of CHsan Rabbi David Shi- 
mon (son-in-law of Rabbi David Simon). Apparently your 
ancestor upon marrying adopted a family name glorifying 
his prominent father-in-law. There are hundreds of such 
Jewish family names consisting as it were of a monogram 
of a series of Hebrew words. Names beginning with the 
Hebrew “Heth” were transliterated either as CH or KH, 
so that your name was originally either Chardash or Khar- 
dash. In the course of the intervening 151 years the “h” 
just rubbed off or melted away.

WEINSTEIN must do just- 
ly. Abraham wins the argument 
and wins God’s assurance that 
not only will the righteous be 
spared but that the wicked will 
also be spared for the sake of 
the righteous. 

This is one of the watershed 
passages in the Bible. It marks 
the intrusion ef humanism into 
theology. Man's highest con- 
cepts, his most upward reach- 
ings for truth, are projected into 
the Divine, that the God idea 
may become the symbol of 
man’s finest ideals and religion 
become the-preserver of his best 
loyalties against the times, when 
man might betray them, 

DOES THIS mean that God 
is only a projection of man’s 
thought, that He can be only 





. that which man can make him? 


Not necessarily s0. We can con- 
ceive of God only in human 
terms. We are indeed bound by 


aaa, ~~ * 


our vocabulary and the imagi- 
native connotations .of that vo- 
cabulary, but this. does not 
mean that there is nothing be- 
yond the grasp of our verbal 
mechanisms, Maimonides re- 
mind§ us that there is and that 
it is an act of faith to live in 
the lignt of that unseen reality. 

But even if God were only a 
projection, that would be 
enough. A projection is not an 
illusion: It is like Cyrano de 
Bergerac’s magic magnet by 
which “he would hoist himself 
to the moon, It helps the mathe- 
matician and the physicist to 
master reality. Remove -the ver- 
bal and symbolic hypotheses 
from the scientist and he would 
not be able to order and control 
the material world, Remove the 
projection of God frem man 
and he would be far less able 
to bring order into the chaos of 
conflicting desires which huddle 
in that Cave of Adulam he calls 
his heart. 


IN THIS, TOO, the Sedra 
gives eloquent testimony. For 
it appears that man, represented 
by Abraham, had come to the 
concept of justice—that the good 
should be rewarded and the evil 
punished. But God raises the 
ante, He moves from justice to 
compassion, He will forgive the 
wicked for the sake of the 
righteous. 

The word for compassion is 
Rachamim. The root of that 
word is Rachem — the womb. 
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Enjoy vitra-modern living amidst 
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Compassion is the quality of lov- 
ing kindness, the quality that 
helps remove the harsh asper- 
ities of the world and turn it 
into the warm climate of loving 
acceptance which is the womb. 
That concept hovered like a lode- 
star over the long wilderness 
stretches while man was .en- 
meshed in his tribal vendettas 
and blood revenges, It continual- 
ly reminded the children of Is- 
rael that they were merciful 
sons of merciful parents, that 
the quality of mercy must ever 
temper the quality of justice. 

IT IS THE QUALITY which, 
Erich Fromm reminds us in his 
récent “Sane Society,” “is the 
only, one passion which satis- 
fies man’s need to unite him- 
self with the world and to ac- 
quire at the same time a sense 
of integrity and individuality 
. . . In the experience of love 
lies the only answer to being 
human—lies sanity.” 

What heights and depths we 
traverse as we join father Abra- 
ham on his lonesome trek to 
that unseen friend behind phe- 
nomena. The very next chapter 
plunges us. into the cave where 
the daughters of Lot conspire 
to lure seed from their father. 
What a fall from compassion to 
iricest! But that magical mag- 
netic projection—the God idea 
—will draw us up again, even 
higher,

United Zionist council, repre- 
senting all Zionist organizations 
in Canada, has cabled the 
big four foreign ministers— 
Dulles, MacMillan, Pinay and 
Molotov — in Geneva asking 
guarantees against “any one 
state engaging in a policy that 
threatens the life and happiness 
of other peoples in the Middle 
East.”

On Decline, Says 
British Board 


LONDON (WNS) — Anti-se- 
mitic’ and Fascist activities in 
Britain have declined during the 
past year, according to the an- 
nual report of the Board of Dep- 
uties of British Jews. 

At the same time the report 
states that there still exist in 
England several publications of 
a “viciously anti-semitic char- 
acter,” though with a very lim- 


ited circulation and quite un- 


known to the majority of the 
English people. The very fact 
that financial backing ¢an still 
be found for such publications 
ls “lamentable evidence of in- 
grained racial hatred,” says the 
report, 

Sir Oswald Mosley’s Fascist 
movement has failed to stage a 
comeback and its open-air meet- 
ings have been poorly attended, 
mainly because Jews have ac- 
cepted the Board’s advice to 
stay away from the rallies and 
not to furnish the Fascists with 


_ publicity, according to the re- 


port, At the same time, the re- 
port notes that the Board has 
protested to the London County 
Council against its granting the 





tion of doctrines which dim at 
overthrowing “democracy.” 

(Last week a number of Jew- 
ish-owned shops in Birmingham, 
England’s second largest city, 
were plastered with anti-semitic 
signs. Police believe that a 
group known as “Birmingham 
Nationalists” is responsible for 
this as well as former incidents, 
such as painting white swasti- 
kas on the doors of the Birming- 
ham Synagogue and plastering 
“Cancelled” notices over  bill- 
boards advertising a recent con- 
cert in Birmingham of the tour- 
ing Israel Philharmonic Con- 
cert.) 


Austria Considers Bill 
Pardoning Former Nazis 

VIENNA (WNS) — The draft 
of a bill pardoning all Nazi of- 
fenders except those convicted 
war criminals who engaged in 
illegal Nazi activities after 
World ‘War II was introduced 
in Parliament this week by the 
People’s Party, headed by Chan- 
cellor Julius Raab. 

Another bill, introduced by the 
neo-Nazi League of Independ- 
ents would grant general am- 
nesty to all former Nazis.

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I HAVE JUST returned from 
a two-week visit to Miami 
Beach, and since I had discon- 
tinued my annual trips there 
in. disgust in 1951, I thought 
I would give you my current 
observations on this vacation 
capital of the Jewish world. 

My trips are always made 
in between seasons, not at the 
height of the resort’s holiday 
rush. I go there on business, 
and until this year I never saw 
the beach, except from a dis- 
tance. But this year I took a 
daily swim, and even loitered 
for a while for a sun bath. 

Why I didn’t do that in past 
years had to do somewhat with 
the discouragement that ~ al- 
ways surrounded me on pre- 
vious trips. Although The Post 
is considered the top Jewish 
publication in the U.S., and al- 
though only one weekly paper 
(published an owned by a lo- 
cal Jewish community) has a 
circulation larger than ours, 
we were brushed off and ig- 
nored, 

I'm perfectly willing to fight 
for my share of business, but 
there is a limit to everything, 
and when even the rabbis who 
sought to aid me were humili- 
ated, I vowed not to return. 

But I’m happy to report that 
Miami Beach is coming of age, 
at least from our standpoint. 

I SWAM DAILY because my 
spirits were high, and the re- 
ception The Post got was good. 
©ur name has come to mean 
something even in this land of 
false billions and much arti- 
ficiality, and I was pleased to 
see the kind of cooperation we 
were able to enlist from the 
Jewish leadership, 

One way in which The Post 
has advanced, is through the 
efforts of the rabbis who, rec- 
ognizing the nature of the job 
we were trying to do, and most 
certainly aware of the attitude 
of the people who make-up our 
things Jewish, were quite will- 
ing to take time from their 
manifold tasks to be of all pos- 
gible assistance. 

This kind of teamwork paid 
off, and you'll see The Post 
earrying its share of Miami 
Beach advertising this winter. 
I know you'll show prefer- 
ences to these hotels and men- 
tion The Post when writing for 
reservations, all of which will 
enable us to secure more ad- 
vertising next year and in the 
end result in a larger and bet- 
ter Jewish Post. 

I started out not on a busi- 
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ness treatise, but to tell you 
about Miami Beach. 


NEW cOngregations have 
sprouted everywhere and the 
older ones are building impos- 
ing edifices, Temple Smanu-El, 
called the Miami Beach Jewish 
Center, shares with Beth Israel, 
which is in Miami proper and 
not on the beach, and Beth Sho- 
lom, as the three largest con- 
gregations. The spiritual lead- 
ers are men of. stature—Rabbis 
Irving Lehrman, Joseph WNa- 
rot and Leon Kronish. 


Rabbi Kronish is one of my 
favorite rabbis. He is a brother 
of Zev Kronish, former head 
of our New York bureau, and 
is just completing a revolution- 
ary new kind of temple build- 
ing. The main. hall was used 
for Rosh Hashana, but the edi- 
fice will not be completed for 
a few more months, I wouldn’t 
venture to, say at this point 
whether the building will be a 
success or not, I would say 
that it’s touch and go, depend- 
ing a great. deal on the interior 
decorations and the bimah, 
witich Percival Goodman is de- 
signing, 

Miami has always been a 
good Zionist community, and 
its federation which sprouted 
Stanley Meyers, who for five 
years was president of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds, is a tribute to 
the kind of leadership which a 
community of only a few short 
years of history is able to mas- 
ter. 

SEYMOUR LIEBMAN, who 
has just retired as president of 
the Southeastern Region of the 
Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, is Mr. Zionist, and Hadas- 
sah and the Jewish National 
Fund are thriving groups. 

Miami Beach is a paradise for 
all national Jewish organiza- 
tions. If it’s a mecca for vaca- 
tioners, it’s also a mecca for 
fund-raisers, and I imagine more 
fund-raising affairs are held 
there per capita population than 
in any other American Jewish 
community. It’s because those 
who come there to vacation are 
the prosperous Jews, but it’s 
also because Miami is a thriv- 
ing, growing Jewish center, with 
all the attributes and ills that 
go with that kind of rapid de- 
velopment. 

In kashrut, Miami Beach is 
progressing in one direction, and 
deteriorating in another. 

Formerly there’ were no ko- 
sher hotels north of Lincoln 
Road. Then a few years ago the 
Rosners, now of the Sterling 
hotel, took a plush newly-built 
luxury hotel and made it strict- 
ly kosher. It was a terrific suc- 
cess, and last year, the Wald- 
mans followed suit at what was 
then the Lord Tarleton, This 
year the Waldmans are almost 
doubling the size of their hotel, 
so successful was the venture 
last year, 

NOTHING SUCCEEDS like 
success, even in kashrut too, it 
seems, and this year two more 
large hotels—the Ritz-Plaza and 
the Marseilles—are to be strict- 
ly kosher. 

The discouraging part of the 
kashrut picture has two phases. 
One is the brewing fight be- 
tween the local kosher butchers 
and the Food Fair stores, which 
about a year ago put in a ko- 
sher meat department, As a re- 
sult, and because the Food Fair 
stores were able to sell their 
meat cheaper because of volume 
sales, the butchers. have been 
affected, They have organized, 
and Rabbi Tibor H. Stern, who 
is new to Miami Beach, will 
spearhead a drive to aid the 
butchers, He believes that the 
Jewish butcher is a part of the

LET’S NOT FIGHT EACH OTHER 


The American Jewish Committee has 
refused to comment (JP, Oct. 28, ’55) on 
charges that it made private represen- 
tations to the congressional committee 
in efforts to secure cancellation of the 
hearing on religious aspects of the First 
Amendment (separation of church and 
state). 

The American Jewish Congress, tra- 
ditional opponent of the AJ Committee, 
made the charge. 

We’re not concerned so much with 
the validity of the arguments on either 
side of the issue — the Committee aligned 
with the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith on the one hand, and the 
Congress allied with the National Jew- 
ish Community Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil on the other. 

But of one thing we’re certain — the 
issue is a vital one. 

That means to us that the best brains 
and experience of the Jewish commu- 
nity should be trained on it to secure 
and safeguard the ideal of the separa- 
tion of church and state in the USS. 

But what.do we have? 

We have part of the community — 
and the most representative part of it, 
it must be said—taking one position, 
and one of the many national agéncies 
in the community opposing it. 

There may be more justification for 
the view of the AJ Committee that 
a hearing on this highly controversial 


against the 


matter would@only “result in needless 
conflict among the religious groups.” 
We’re not taking a stand in the matter 
in this editorial. 

But we are saying, as strongly as we 
know how, that this is not the way the 
national Jewish agencies ‘should be act- 
ing. : 

No one expects our national Jewish 
agencies to agree on every issue. That 
would be a stagnant situation. But we 
do expect our national Jewish agencies 
not to fight one another—to seek to 
iron out their differences of view and 
to show a united front where possible. 

If the AJ Committee and the B'nai 
B’rith feel that they cannot go along with 


the decision and action of the National ‘ 


Community Relations Advisory Council, 
the national agency set up by the Jewish 
communities of the United States to act 
for them in matters of civic defense, we 
would suggest that at least they seek 


“some sort of advance consultation. 


Then if the Committee and the ADL 
find that they have no other choice but 
to oppose the NCRAC, that is their pre- 
rogative and even their duty and this 
paper would uphold their right to that 
decision. 

What we object to, and what we 
feel is certainly not warranted at this 
late date, is the kind of friction which 
expends energies on internal fighting 
while there is so much work to be done 
common enemy.

cause this hotel owner wouldn't 
yield to the threats, and he was 
asked to pay $4,500 in a lump 
sum, $50 a week additional to 
the rabbi, and of course there

I spent some time with Dave 
Goodwin, who is The Post’s re- 
porter in Miami, and he’s look- 
ing into the kashrut situation, 
so there'll probably be reports 
on it emanating from him soon.

Orthodoxy Has 
Met The Test 
In Past Ages

In a letter by Oscar Leonard 
rebuking Rabbi Unterman (Oc- 
tober 14), I was very “im- 
pressed” by the last paragraph 
which eliminated the young, 
strong, intellectual and intelli- 
gent from the Orthodox move- 
ment and very definitely implied 
that Orthodoxy is for the weak, 





If history is any indication, 
as Mr. Leonard seeks to prove 
then he was stopped far short of 
his mark. because Orthodox lead- 
ers for the past 2,000 years have 
successfully guided their “feeble 
and unintelligent” followers 
through all situations far more 
serious than those faced by the 
founders on the shores of this 
country. 

If anything, the “liberal” Re 
form movement will succeed if 
producing nothing but Israelis~ 
completely devoid of true Jew 
ish feeling and religious undef:

year’s registration. The rabbi 
added that 20 new families have 
joined the congregation since the 
change to Reform. 

According to Dr, Innerfield, 
& number of arbitration meet- 
ings were planned between both 
parties “but the Reform never 
. appeared.” He told The Post 
that he had approached the Re- 
form rabbi before the latter 
moved to Nyack and tried to 
convince him that his role in 
the synagog would deepen the 
rift among the congregation. 

“Rabbi Zolotowitz,” he said, 
“felt he had to answer the call.” 

DR. INNERFIELD turned his 
basement bar-room into. a chanel 
for Jews who refused to worship 
in the Reform temple. He 
charges that when an attempt 
was made to borrow one of the 
congregation's four Torahs, the 
Torah was refused and they bor- 
rowed one from a neighboring 
town. 

Charges that the Reform 
members refused to arbitrate 
and to lend the “traditional” 
group a Torah were flatly de- 
nied by both Rabbi Zolotowitz 
and representatives of his con- 
gregation. 

“We were never approached 
on the matter of the Torah,” the 
rabbi said, “and if we were, we 
would have given it to them.”
